As of yesterday, an 
injunction limiting pickets had 
been obtained from Superior 
courts in both Kern and Tulare 
counties; White River ranch 
representatives said a 
$7,500,000 suit will be filed 
against UFWU; picketing was 
continuing; wine grapes were 
being picked on the ranch. __

WASHINGTON 
D.C.-Congressman Bob Mathias 
has announced that four colleges 
in.the 18th Congressional 
district have been approved for 
operation of the National Direct 
Student Loan program, through 
which a total of $197,925 has 


been allocated- by the US. 
Office of Education to provide 
loans to 450 students. 

The colleges, the amount of 
the approved allocation, and the 
estimated number of student 
loans are: Bakersfield College- 
$20,577, 47 students; California 
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State College ,Bakersfield- 
85,004, 193 students; College of 
the Sequoias- 87006, 198 
students; and Porterville College- 
5,338, 12 students. 

Federal funds will provide 90 
percent of the contributions to 
the program funds and the 


remaining 10 percent will come 
from institutional contributions 
to help students finance and 
complete their college 
education.

agencies, environmental tie-ups, 
an unfriendly state 
administration, and federal 
discounting of projects involving 
agriculture all make for a bleak 
outlook,” Sorensen said. 

He declared there is, however, 
one “bright hope” which could 
overcome the obstacles- an 
omnibus water development bill 
for California introduced last 
month by Congressmen B.F. 
Sisk and Bob Mathias. The 
measure would authorize the 
East Side division at the same 
time as a number of other major 
projects including the Peripheral 
Canal. 

Sorensen said he joins Sisk 
and Mathias in asking state water 
officials to support the omnibus 
approach. He added that the 
Congress will not act favorably 
on the bill unless there is united 


support for it at home. County - 


supervisors can do much to 
generate needed support by the 
state administration, he 
continued. 

Sorensen stated the bill’s 
sponsors have indicated the bill 
does not rule out interim 
solutions to problems of water 
supply such as the proposed 
Cross-Valley canal, which can be 
worked into the overall plan. 

The speaker pointed out the 
valley’s east side now has a 
1,000,000 acre foot annual 
overdraft, and water demands 
are rising each year. 

“Drive up and down the San 
Joaquin valley and observe the 
phenomenal growth of all our 
cities. This growth will continue; 
there is no way you can keep the 
people out. Watch new industry 
come in, and see more land 
being levelled for intensive, 
irrigated agriculture.” 

Tracing the history of the 
present problem, Sorensen said 
San Joaquin valley counties all 
voted in favor of the 1 3/4 
billion dollar California Water 
Project. bond issue in the early 
“60’s, even though it meant no 
new water for the east side. 

We supported it in the faith 
our needs would be met when 
the time came.” 

Sorensen said the time now is 
“overdue”. He charged that state 
officials have stalled on north 
coast project development and 
with its Delta and American 
River decisions the state water 
resources control board

Chapin pointed out that 
although most social security 
beneficiaries are older people, 
about one out of every four is 
under age 60. In Tulare county 
8,744 people under age 60 are 
collecting social security 
payments each month; nearly 
5,000, under age 18, are 
receiving payments because a 
working father or mother has 
died or is getting social security 
disability or retirement benefits; 
703. beneficiaries in the 18-22 


age group are students getting 
benefits under a provision in the 
social security law permitting 
the continuation of a child’s 
benefits beyond his 18th 
birthday, and up to age 22, 
while attending school full time. 

Chapin said that another 
relatively small but significant 
group of youthful social security 
beneficiaries are those who are 
receiving benefits as disabled 
workers. 

Social security disability 
payments can be paid to a 
person who becomes disabled 
for work even if he has less than 
five years of work under social

OF TAX DOLLAR IS OBJECTIVE OF 
“JOINT - SHARED SERVICES” PROGRAM 


PORTERVILLE - Maximum 
efficiency in use of tax dollars is 
the basic objective of a program 
being implemented by officials 
of Porterville elementary and 
high schools, of Porterville 
college, and of the City of 
Porterville through a “joint and 
shared services program” for 
pooling of equipment, facilities 
and. personnel, also through 
combined bidding for various 
types of materials. 

Application of the joint and 
shared services plan is being 
studied in the areas of: Printing 
of office forms on city and 
college equipment; exchange of 
street sweeping equipment 
between city and schools for 
special jobs; cooperative use of 
computer services; shared 
warehousing to utilize present 
Porterville schools facilities, 
joint bidding of such items as 
paper supplies and tires to gain a 
low volume price; shared use of 
Porterville college micro-film 
equipment; and pooled use of 
such maintenance equipment as 
lawn mowers and leaf pick-up 
machines. 

Considerable discussion has 
centered around the 
inter-relation of city, college, 
high schools and elementary 
schools libraries, with study 
aimed at providing a total library 
service for the community in 
which duplication, particularly 
of expensive special-use 
reference works, would be 
avoided. 

Exchange of resources 
between city and school 
libraries, suchas books and 
audi-visual collections, is being 
worked out, also coordinated 
purchasing and shared use of 
specialized equipment. 

Greater cooperative use of 
recreational and public facilities 
is also visualized - such facilities 
as city and schools athletic 
fields, gymnasiums, college 
stadium, college theater, 
multi-purpose school rooms, city 
park, city pool, and school 
grounds generally. 

Wider utilization of classified 
personnel with special training 
and ability is being planned in 
such fields as: Electronics, data 
processing, building inspection, 
painting, carpentry, food 
services, air conditioning, auto 
repair and diesel maintenance 
and repair. 

Actually, several of the joint 
and shared services ideas have 
already been implemented: 
Printing, combined bidding on 
tires, inter-use of school and city 
facilities for a wide variety of 
special programs and 
recreational activities, and 
exchange of maintenance 
equipment between city and 
schools. 

During the past six months 


several meetings have been held 
to determine possible areas of 
cooperation and actual 
instigation of the joint and 
shared services program. Planned 
for September is a general 
meeting to “bring all the ideas 
together,” and to start “pinning 
down” more details of the 
cooperative program. 

._In commenting on the 
developing program, Dr. Orlin 
Shires, president of Porterville 
college; Tom Van Groningen, 
district superintendent of 
Porterville Public schools; and 
Ed Valliere, Porterville city 
manager, said there are many 
overlapping areas of operation in 


the school system and the city, - 


also a number of similar 
programs. 

“If we can utilize all of our 
facilities and personnel to the 
maximum and thus eliminate 
overlapping expenses, we believe 
we can improve specific 
programs while at the same time 
better utilizing tax dollars in the 
community,” they stated. 

Others participating in the 
study discussions have been: 
Don Howard, Herb Bonds, Jacob 
Rankin, and Don Perez, from 
the Porterville schools system; 
Wayne Harris, Steve Bills, and 
Ed. Yost, from the City of 
Porterville and Ben Coale, 
Lanning Flint and Paul Kercher, 
from the Kern Community 
College district. 

Studying coordinated library 
planning have been: Donald 
Thompson, Porterville city 
librarian; Ella Adams, library 


assistant in Porterville 
elementary schools; Edra 
Buckner, Monache high 


librarian; Marie Vickey, 
Porterville high librarian; Isabel 
Sunderland, Porterville college 
librarian; and Lee Clearman, 
dean of instruction at Porterville 
college.

“This means that fora period 
‘of 20 years, the Elementary 
district will provide $2,000 per 
“year to pay back its share of the 
‘Joan - representing a half cent on 
the district’ tax rate,’ Dr. 
' Shelton said. “After 20 years, 
the building becomes the 
property of the Porterville 
Elementary School district.” 

Purpose of this school, which 
~ will have a maximum enrollment 
of 72 students and which is one 
» of four such schools being built 
in Tulare county, is solely to 
provide vocational education to 
the trainable mentally retarded, 
Dr. Shelton explained. 

“This new building and the 
TMR program has no tie-in to 
the proposed 45-cent tax 
override,” he said. 

Concerming replacement of

California Field act, Dr. Shelton 


pointed out that school trustees 
have a program underway now 
to replace these buildings within 
the mandatory time limit of 
July, 1975. 

“We asked for local funds to 
do this through a bond election 
last February, however, this 
election did not carry,’ Dr. 
Shelton said. “But since then the 
State of California has made 
loan funds available for which 
we have qualified and which we 
will use for replacement of 
substandard school buildings. 

“Money for this construction 
- about $580,000 - must be paid 
back to the State of California 
over a 20-year period, but we 
will be able to handle this 
through our regular tax revenue 
without special taxes or bond 
issues. None of the money from 
a 45-cent override tax would be 
used for this purpose,” Shelton 
pointed out.

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He then explained that funds 
raised by the proposed 45-cent 
tax. override would be used to 
upgrade existing classrooms, 
service. facilities and educational 
equipment. 


He said this program would ~ 


cost about $1,100,000 and 
would be spread. over all of the 
nine schools in the Porterville 
Elementary district. 

“When we sum it all up,” Dr. 
Shelton said, ‘“we are actually 
talking about three programs - 
the school for the trainable 
mentally retarded, -the 
replacement of sub-standard 
buildings, and the upgrading of 
existing classrooms. The 
proposed override tax relates 
only to the latter program, the 
upgrading and refurbishing of 
instructional facilities and 
equipment.” 

In general information 
presented by the 4 7-member 
Citizen’s Master Plan Advisory 
committee, headed by R.L. 
Schafer, emphasis is placed on 
the fact that the proposed 
45-cent tax override that will be 
voted on next Tuesday involves 
only the. Porterville_Elementary 
School district; that it is a tax, 
not a bond issue, that is before 
the voters; and that the tax, 
limited to a five-year period, will 
allow completion of proposed 
school improvements on a 
“pay-as-you-go” basis.
